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HE attainment of the Perfian language being, in my 
opinion, attended with greater difficulty than ſeems to 
be generally imagined; and conſidering this no 1mproper oc- 


caſion for pointing out wherein that difficulty conſiſts; and 


conſequently what {till remains to be done in order to facili. 


tate the ſtudy, I have dedicated a few paragraphs to this in- 
tention. 


THE Manuſcripts that are preſented to the learner are by 
nomearis the moſt accurate. The diſtin guiſhing points of letters 


are often ſuperfluous, omitted, or e , and the letters 
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themſelves contraQted and deformed by a multiplicity of ſhapes. 
No diſtinct interval is ever leſt between their words. Two. 
or three are crowded together ſo as to appear but one; and 
the parts of one are diſunited in ſuch a manner as to be readi- 
ly miſtaken lor ſeveral. In ſhort, the different forms of letters 
and words, and che ſeveral modes of uniting abd ſeparating 
them, although readily known at one place, are ſo arbitrary 


and various as not to be recognized at another. 


THE conſtruction of ſubſtantives with ſubſtantives ſigniſy- 
ing different things; of ſubſtantives with ſubſtantives denot- 


ing the fame thing : : of ſubſtantives agreeing with adjectives 


and participles, and of adjefives, participles and Prepoſitions 
governing ſubſtantives, which conſtitute the greateſt part of 


Syntax 7 and are preciſely diſtinguiſhed and marked i in other 


languag ges, in Perſian books and writings, are left entirely to 


the conjefture of the reader: occaſioning, of itſelf alone, a 


difficulty in reading, not to be ſurmounted, but by great prac- 
tice a united with a perſed knowledge of the language. 

AFTER words are clearly expreſſed in til gor printing, 
and the modes of conſtruction preciſely marked, there is no- 
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thing ſo eſſential to the perſpicuity of language, as a proper 
diviſion and notation of the ſenſe by points, colons, ſemicolons 
&c. But in Perſian books there is no ſuch thing known : and 
the various members ol a ſentence, ſentences themſclves, and 
and even paragraphs, are leſt equally undivided and undiſtin- 
guilhed. 


THE perſon employed to remove theſe intricacies, and to 
correct theſe errors of the Manuſcript, is a Moonſhy ; for the 
mot part unacquainted with the Arabic language, poorly in- 
ſtructed in the principles of grammar, and not ſufficiently 
qualified for the taſk he undertakes. 


ON theother hand, the ſcholar being ignorant of Oriental 
language, or at leaſt of the terms that are ſubſervient to the 


rules of Grammar, is deſtitute of every medium of com- 


munication ;- and totally incapable of receiving the inſtructi- 


on of his Moonſhy, however well qualified he may be in his 


Profeſſion. 


Mr. Richardſon, indeed, has arranged in a moſt judicious 
manner all that is requiſite for attaining a compleat knowledge 
of the Arabic Grammar; but leaving us uninſtructed with 


regard to the particular parts of the language that are borrow- 
| ed 


. 
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ed and introduced into the Perſian ; as well as with reſpeQt to 
the rules to which this is ſubject; and having alſo avoided the 
uſe, and omitted the explanation of the terms of Arabic Gram- 
mar, the Scholar is neither capable of aſking, nor of recetv- 
ing from his Moonſhy the inſtruction he may require; and 
cannot, in ſhort, make uſe of the grammatical knowledge he 


may really poſſeſs. 


WITH regard to the obſervations collected by Mr. Jones, in 
his Perſian Grammar, they are valluable rudiments to the be- 


ginner; but when he applies to Moonſhies and Manuſcripts 


for farther improvement, all the difficulties I have deſcribed 
are united to oppoſe him. 


THE Inſta-i Herkern, which I have choſen for my ſubject, 
is put into the hands of almoſt every beginner; it contains the 
common forms of buſineſs and correſpondence ; and being more 
immediately uſeful to a ſtranger, altho' it cannot boaſt of in- 


troducing to his acquaintance any portion of the Genius, or of 


the Learning of Aſia, may be ſtill more acceptable. 


THE copy of this book, which I preſent to the public, has been 


corrected 
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' corrected from many others with conſiderable attention; the 

various forms of conſtruction (which, I have already obſerved, 

; are left in Perſian books, to the great embarraſſment of the 
; | reader, totally undetermined ) are all diſtinguiſhed by their 


= proper marks ; and every intricacy of Manuſcript is removed 
by exhibiting it printed in the Taleek charader. Oppoſite to 
the Perſian there is placed an Engliſh tranſlation ; literal as 


far as conſiſtant with the preſervation of the ſenſe. And to 
the whole is added an Ix DEx containing the | Explanation , 
and the Derivation of every Arabic word from its proper Root. 
I have endeavoured in ſhort, to ſupply, in ſome meaſure, the 
defeAs of Moonſhies and Manuſcripts; and the want of a pro- 


per medium of communication between the Inſtructor and the 


Student, at a period when he is unable to converſe ; and when 


he ought not to meet with any cauſe of diſcouragement. 


IN theſe reſpects, I have flattered myſelf that the Ins 1 4-1 
HERKEREN may be uſeful : but no further. 2 The terms of 
Grammar, or I ſhould rather ſay, a grammatical language, 
for obtaining from the Inſtructor an immediate reſolution of 


every doubt that may occur, is ſtill wanting. The manner 
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in which the Arabic is, in every inſtance, introduced into the 
Perſian, remains unexplained. The rule for affixing the Jzafit 
to all the varieties of the diflerent ſpecies of conſtruction I have 
already enumerated, is as yet arbitrary, and undetermined 
by any ſyſtem. And a ſufficient-number of books, on vari- 
ous ſubjects, correctly tranſlated and printed, are Rill-unpro- 
vided. Theſe, are obſtacles to the attainment of the Perſian 
language which ſtill ſubſiſt . and which I hope will engage 
the attention of thoſe who have leiſure and ability to remove 


them. 975.
